Gerardi, chief of the municipal laboratory 
of Paris, that forty years ago seven- 
eighths cf the brandy manufactured waa 
pure, but thatof 50,000,600 gallons now 
prodnced annaally not one per cent of it 
from grapes; grain, beets, potatoes, 
ete , being the principal sources. In view 
of this statement of this fact, what folly 
it is to diecriminate against the. mative 
production and endanger the public 
health to gratify a sentimental recollec 
tion of the virtues of the primitive 
cognac.”’
